T  is  a  very  great  Misfortune  to 
any  Country  ,  where  haughty, 
proud  and  felf-interefted  Men 
are  intrufted  with  the  Admini- 
ftration  of  public  Affairs.  Such 
was  the  Cafe  when  the  late  Duke 

of  L - le  prefided  at  the  Head  of  the  Miniftry 

in  Scotland ,  in  the  Reign  of  King  Charles  the  Se¬ 
cond.  Bifhop  Burnet  fpeaks  of  him,  as  a  Man 
of  a  blundering  Understanding ,  and  who  was  'proud 
beyond  Exprejfion  >  abjedl  to  thofe  he  was  obliged  to 
ftoop  to ,  but  haughty  to  all  others .  After  he  has 
given  us  this  hateful  Character  of  an  infolent ,  abjebl 
Minifter ,  he  relates  the  Mifchiefs  the  Nation  fuf- 
fered  while  he  bore  Sway. 
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Mr, 
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Mf.  Gordon's  Obfervations  are  very  pithy  and 
juft,  where  he  fpeaks  of  haughty  Men  in  Offices: 
Power  without  Politenefs  and  Complacency ,  fays  he, 

1  s  fit  heft  diftafteful ,  often  hated ,  amiable  when  it 
knows  how  to  condefcend .  A  mean  Man  of  great  Qua¬ 
lity  and  Figure  ( for  Juch  there  are )  teaches  others 
to  fcorn  him ,  by  his  ftoewing  he  fcorns  them .  Affabi¬ 
lity  therefore ,  accompanied  with  good  Senfe ,  which 
guards  it  from  exceeding ,  ii  yfr/  of  keeping  great 
Splendor  from  growing  offenfive  to  the  reft  of  the 
World. 

It  has  been  obferved  where  proud  and  haughty 
Generals  obtain  the  chief  Command  of  Armies, 
admitting  them  to  be  well  acquainted  with  mili¬ 
tary  Affairs,  they  have,  from  inflicting  fevere 
Punifhments  for  trifling  Offences,  foon  drawn  on 
themfelves  the  Hatred  of  the  Soldiery.  Very  true 
k  is,  imperious  Commanders,  rarely  if  ever  know 
how  to  fhew  Mercy  :  And  therefore  in  fuch  Ar¬ 
mies  nothing  reigns  five  Difcontent  and  private 
Complaints,  while  their  Commanders  become  re¬ 
markably  diftinguifhable  for  having  entertained 
high  Opinions  of  their  Self-fufficiency ,  and  confe- 
quently  above  Advice.  Should  old  experienced 
Officers,  out  of  the  Duty  they  owe  their  Sovereign 
and  Country,  prefume  fo  to  do,  thofe  faithful 
Gentlemen  are  heard  with  a  difdainful  Air,  and 
treated  difrefpeftfully.  Such  Behaviour  makes 
them  leave  their  Generals  to  purfue  their  own  con¬ 
ceited 
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celted  Plans,  until  by  Degrees  they  lead  them- 
felves  by  fome  Fatality  or  other  (not  to  fay  Cow¬ 
ardice)  to  negledt  a  few  lucky  Minutes  that  offer, 
whereby  they  might  gain  immortal  Honours  !  In- 
ftead  of  which,  they,  by  refufing  to  lay  hold  of 
Victory ,  though  handed  out  to  them,  afterwards 
molt  juftly  fall  from  the  Height  of  State,  to  be 
the  Contempt  and  Dcrifion  of  the  generous  and 
brave  Part  of  Mankind. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  great  Commander  who 
is  diffident  of  himfelf,  humble  and  refpedtful  to 
his  Officers  and  Soldiers,  keeps  in  continual  Re¬ 
membrance  what  Mr.  Pope  has  elegantly  afked  : 

Where  is  the  Man  who  Counfel  can  heftow , 

Still  pleas'd  to  teach ,  nor  yet  too  proud  to  know  ? 

Such  a  General  was  the  brave  WOLFE ,  a$ 
appears  from  his  Adtions  ;  for  though  he  could  he - 
flow  Counfel  and  teach  other  s^  yet  he  was  not  above 
being  advifed  himfelf :  And  it  may  be  truly  faid, 
tfhat  he  was  an  Ornament  to  the  Armyy  and  the  Pa¬ 
rent  of  the  Soldiery . 

What  might  not  a  Nation  therefore  expedt  from 
an  Army  thus  condudted,  efpecially  when  the  no¬ 
ble  Views  of  a  General  are  feconded  with  the 
greateft  Chearfulnefs  by  the  Fleet  under  fuch  brave 
Admirals  as  Saunders ,  Our  ell  and  Holmes  ?  And  it 
may  with  great  Juftice  be  averred  from  what  we 
have  heard,  that  the  Generals,  the  Admirals,  the 

B  2  Officer^, 
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Officers,  th£  Soldiers,  and  the  Seamen  were  fo  li¬ 
nked  in  brotherly  Affection  and  Zeal  for  the  Ser¬ 
vice  of  their  moll  gracious  Sovereign  and  the  Ho¬ 
nour  of  Britain ,  that  they  feemed  to  be  but  as  one 
Man.  Oh !  happy,  happy  Country,  to  be  blef- 
fed  with  fuch  Leaders,  fuch  Soldiers,  and  fuch 
Seamen  ! 

But  to  proceed  :  As  foon  as  the  People  were 
fully  apprifed  of  the  important  Expedition  this 
Part  of  our  Armies  and  Fleets  were  fent  upon, 
they  waited  with  Impatience  to  hear  of  the  Pro- 
grefs  of  thofe  gallant  Men.

The  firft  authentic  Accounts  which  we  received 
were  printed  by  Authority,  on  the  Sixteenth  of 
October  laft,  and  were  contained  in  two  Letters, 
(brought  by  Lieutenant  Percival)  addrefled  to  the 
Right  Honourable  Mr.  Secretary  Pitt,  the  one 
from  General  Wolfe ,  and  the  other  from  Vice 
Admiral  Saunders ,  dated  September  the  fecond,  and 
were  both  couched  in  humble  though  in  ftrong 
Terms,  becoming  heroic  Officers. 

The  General,  in  his  Letter,  firft  relates  the 
many  Difficulties  he  had  met  with  in  his  March 
towards  Quebec,  before  his  unfuccefsful  Attack  of 
the  French  Intrenchments.  What  pafied,  on  that 
Occafion,  I  fhall  here  lay  before  you  in  his  own 
Words :

,( 
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<c  Preparations  were  accordingly  made  for  an 
‘  Engagement.  The  thirty-firft  of  July  in  the 
4  Forenoon,  the  Boats  of  the  Fleet  were  filled 
6  with  Grenadiers,  and  a  Part  of  Brigadier 
4  Moncktctf s  Brigade  from  the  Point  of  Levi  : 

4  The  two  Brigades  under  the  Brigadiers  Town* 

4  Jhend  and  Murray  were  ordered  to  be  i.n  Readi- 
4  nefs  topafs  the  Ford,  when  itfhould  be  thought 
4  neceflary.  To  facilitate  the  Pafiage  of  this 
c  Corps,  the  Admiral  had  placed  the  Centurion 
4  in  the  Channel,  fo  that  fihe  might  check  the 

4  Fire  of  the  lower  Battery  which  commanded

4  the  Ford  :  This  Ship  was  of  great  Ufe,  as  her 
4  Fire  was  very  judicioufiy  diredted.  A  great 
c  Quantity  of  Artillery  was  placed  upon  the  E- 
4  minence,  fo  as  to  batter  and  enfilade  the  Left 
4  of  their  Intrenchments. 

44  From  the  Veflel  which  run  a-ground,  near- 
44  eft  in,  I  obferved,  that  the  Redoubt  was  too 
44  much  commanded  to  be  kept  without  very 
44  great  Lofs;  and  the  more,  as  the  two-armed 
44  Ships  could  not  be  brought  near  enough  to  co- 
44  ver  both  with  their  Artillery  and  Mufquetry, 
44  which  I  at  firft  conceived  they  might.  But  as 
the  Enemy  feemed  in  fome  Confufion,  and  we 
44  were  prepared  for  an  Adlion,  l  thought  it  a 

44  proper  Time  to  make  aw  Attempt  upon  their 
44  Intrenchment.  Orders  were  fent  to  the  Briga- 
44  diers  General  to  be  ready  with  the  Corps  under 

44  their 
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“  the,ir  Command.  Brigadier  Monchon  to  land 
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“  At  a  proper  Time  of  the  Tide,  the  Signal 
was  made  but  in  rowing  towar*  the 

many  o  the  Boats  grounded  upon  a  Ledge 
that  runs  off  a  confiderable  Diftance.  This  Ac¬ 
cident  put  us  into  fome  Diforder,  loft  a  great 
ea  o  Time,  and  obliged  me  to  fend  an  Of-, 

t  ?;  t0  u°rP  Bngadier  r March,  whom 
1  then  obferved  to  be  in  Motion.  While  the 

Seamen  were  getting  the  Boats  off,  the  Enemy 
filed  a  Number  of  Shells  and  Shot,  but  did 
n°  confiderable  Damage.  As  foon  as  this  Dif¬ 
order  could  be  fet  a  little  to  Rights,  and  the 

ofMheOffi  rangf  ”  a  Pr°per  Manncr>  fome 
of  the  Officers  of  the  Navy  went  with  me,  to 

find  a  better  Place  to  land.  We  took  oneflat- 
ottomed  ,Boat  with  us  to  make  the  Experi¬ 
ment,  and  as  foon  as  we  had  found  a  fit  Part 
of  the  Shore,  the  Troops  were  ordered  to  dif- 

embark,  thinking  it  not  yet  too  late  for  the 
Attempt. 


The  thirteen  Companies  of  Grenadiers,  and 
“  two  hundred  of  the  Second  Royal  American 
“  Battalion,  got  firft  on  Shore.  The  Grenadiers 
were  ordered  to  form  themfelves  into  four  di- 
ftintft  Bodies,  and  to  begin  the  Attack,  fup- 
“  Ported  by  Brigadier  Monchon's  Corps,  as  foon 
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<c  as  the  Troops  had  pafied  the  Ford,  and  were 
<c  at  hand  to  affift.  But  whether  from  the  Noife 
<c  and  Hurry  at  landing,  or  from  fome  other 
“  Caufe,  the  Grenadiers,  inftead  of  forming 
x  <c  themfelves  as  they  were  dire&ed,  run  on  im- 
u  petuoufiy  towards  the  Enemy’s  Intrenchments 
“  in  the  utmoft  Diforder  and  Confufion,  with- 
<c  out  waiting  for  the  Corps  which  were  to  fuftain 
“  them,  and  join  in  the  Attack.  Brigadier 
“  Monchon  was  not  landed,  and  Brigadier  ST own- 
“  jhend  was  ftill  at  a  confiderable  Diftance,  tho* 

“  upon  his  March  to  join  us,  in  very  great  Or- 
cc  der.  The  Grenadiers  were  checked  by  the 
<c  Enemy’s  firft  Fire,  and  obliged  tofhelterthem- 
“  felves  in  or  about  the  Redoubt,  which  the  ' 
French  abandoned  upon  their  Approach.  In 
6C  this  Situation  they  continued  for  fome  Time, 
cc  unable  to  form  under  fo  hot  a  Fire,  and  having 
\  cc  many  gallant  Officers  wounded ,  who  ( carelefs  of 
<c  their  Perfons)  had  been  folely  intent  upon  their 
“  Duty.  I  faw  the  abfolute  Neceflity  of  calling 
“  them  off,  that  they  might  form  themfelves  be- 
<c  hind  Brigadier  Monckton' s  Corps,  which  was 
“  now  landed  and  drawn  up  on  the  Beach,  in 
cc  extreme  good  Order. 

“  By  this  new  Accident,  and  this  fecond  De- 
iC  lay,  it  was  near  Night,  a  fudden  Storm  came 
cc  on,  and  the  Tide  began  to  make ;  fo  that  I 
cc  thought  it  moft  advifeable  not  to  perfevere  in 
64  fo  difficult  an  Attack,  left  (in  Cafe  of  a  Re-

“  pulfe)  the  Retreat  of  Brigadier  Townjhend’s 
“  Corps  might  be  hazardous  and  uncertain. 

“  Our  Artillery  had  a  great  Effeft  upon  the-  . 

“  Enemy’s  Left,  where  Brigadiers  Townjhend  and  *• 
“  Murray  were  to  have  attacked ;  and,  it  is  pro- 
tc  bable,  that  if  thofe  Accidents  I  have  fpoken 
“  of  had  not  happened,  we  Ihould  have  pene- 
“  trated  there,  whilft  our  Left  and  Centre  (more 
“  remote  from  our  Artillery)  muft  have  bore  all 
“  the  Violence  of  their  Mufquetry. 

<£  The  French  did  not  interrupt  our  March. 

“  Some  of  their  Savages  came  down  to  murder - 
“  fuch  wounded  as  could  not  be  brought  off, 

“  and  to  fcalp  the  Dead,  as  their  Cuftom  is.” 

It  was  in  this  Attack  (as  has  been  confidently 
reported  and  aflerted  for  Truth  in  one'  of  the  Ma¬ 
gazines  and  the  public  Papers)  that  the  following 
very  furprizing  Matter  happened,  viz. 

I 

That  Captain  Ocbterlony  and  Enfign  Peyton^ 
both  of  the  Royal  American  Battalion,  were  left 
wounded  in  the  Field  of  Battle.  The  Captain's 
was  mortal,  but  the  Enfign  had  only  his  Knee- 
pan  Shattered.  They  lay  in  that  miferable  Con¬ 
dition  not  far  from  each  other,  two  Savages  rufh- 
ed  upon  them  armed  with  nothing  but  their  dia¬ 
bolical  Knives ;  the  firft  feized  on  Captain  Ocb- 

teriony  *s 

**  *  j 
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icrlony,  wliich  Mr.  Peyton  perceiving,  who  lay 
reclining  on  his  Fufee,  difcharged  it,  and  the 
Savage  dropt  immediately  on  the  Body  of  his 
intended  Prey.  The  other  Savage  upon  this,  ad- 
Vanced  with  much  Eagernefs  to  Mr.  Peyton ,  who 
had  no  more  than  Time  to  difengage  his  Bayonet, 
and  conceal  its  Difpofition  ;  with  one  Arm  he 
warded  off  the  purpofed  Blow,  and  with  the 
other  ftruck  him  to  the  Heart.  Neverthelefs* 
the  Savage  though  fallen,  renewed  his  Attempts ; 
infomuch,  that  Mr.  Peyton  was  obliged  to  repeat 
his  Blows,  which  at  laft  put  an  End  to  the  Brute’s 
Life.  Soon  after,  a  draggling  Grenadier,  (who 
had  happily  efcaped  the  Slaughter  of  his  Compa¬ 
nions)  palling  over  thofe  who  lay  dead  and 
wounded,  {tumbled  upon  Captain  Ochterlony ,  and 
readily  offered  him  his  Service  ;  the  Captain, 
with  the  Spirit  and  Bravery  of  a  true  Briton ,  re¬ 
plied, — “  Friend,  I  thank  you  !  but  with  re- 
Ipeft  to  me,  the  Mufquet  or  Scalping-knife 
will  be  only  a  more  fpeedy  Deliverance  from 
tc  Pain  ;  I  have  but  a  few  Minutes  to  live.  Go, 
cc  make  hafte,  and  tender  your  Service  where 
“  there  is  a  Poffibility  it  may  be  ufeful.”  At 
the  fame  time  he  pointed  to  Mr.  Peyton ,  who 
was  then  endeavouring  to  crawl  away  on  the 
Sand.  The  Grenadier  took  Mr.  Peyton  on  his 
back,  and  conveyed  him  to  the  Boat ;  but  not 
without  each  receiving  a  Wound,  Mr.  Peyton's 
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in  his  Back,  arid  his  Refcuer  in  his  Shoulder  *.—-•* 
It  is  hoped  this  Grenadier  has  met  with  a  fuitable 
Reward  for  his  Companion ,  and  gallant  Attempt  \ 
and ,  in  Jhort ,  it  is  a  great  Pity  that  fo  brave  a 
Man's  Name  is  not  publickly  known .

The  General  concludes  his  Letter  to  his  Ho¬ 
nour  Pitt,  in  thefe  Words, 

cc  To  the  uncommon  Strength  of  the  Coun- 
cc  try,  the  Enemy  have  added  (for  the  Defence 
4C  of  the  River)  a  great  Number  of  floating 
«c  Batteries  and  Boats  *  by  the  Vigilance  of  thefe 

«  and  the  Indians  round  our  different  Ports,  it

“  has  been  impoffible  to  execute  any  thing  by 
“  Surprize  :  We  have  had  almoft  daily  Skirmifhes 
“  with  thefe  Savages,  in  which  they  are  gene- 
«  rally  defeated  •,  but  not  without  lofs  on  our 

“  Side.55 


*  This  Captain  Ochterlony ,  who  behaved  fo  generous 
and  gallantly  in  his  lafl  Moments,  was,  as  I  am  inform¬ 
ed,  a  Native  of  North-Britain  ;  and  had  ferved  as  Lieu¬ 
tenant  in  the  Scotch-Dutch  Brigade,  during  the  laid  War* 
with  Honour  and  Reputation.  In  the  Beginning  of  this 
War,  he  was  admitted  to  the  fame  Rank  in  the  Service 
of  Great-Britain ,  and  in  the  A?nericcin  Regiment.  He 
diftinguifhed  himfelf  by  his  Gallantry  and  his  military 
Endowments  at  the  Siege  of  Louifhourg ,  and  on  other 
Occafions,  fo  as  to  attradl  the  Notice  and  Efteem  of  his 
General,  who  conferred  on  him  the  Command  of  a  Com¬ 
pany  j  and  he  fell  in  the  Prime  of  Age,  juftly  regretted, 
as  one  of  the  moft  accomplifhed  young  Gentlemen  in  the 

Service. 
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*c  By  the  Lift  of  difahled  Officers  (many  of 

“  wliom  are  of  Rank)  you  may  perceive,  Sir, 

“  that  the  Army  is  much  weakened  :  by  the  Na- 

“  ture  of  the  River,  the  moft  formidable  Part 

f‘  of  this  Armament  is  deprived  of  the  Power 

“  of  adting  ;  yet  we  have  almoft  the  whole  Force 

“  of  Canada  to  oppofe.  In  this  Situation,  there 

is  fuch  a  Choice  of  Difficulties,  that  I  own  my- 

“  felf  at  a  Lofs  how  to  determine.  The  Affairs 

“  of  Great  Britain,  I  know,  require  the  moft  vigor- 

“  ous  Meafures  ;  hut  then  the  Courage  of  a  handful 

of  brave  Men  fhould  he  exerted  only ,  where  there 

“  is  fome  Hope  of  a  favourable  Event.  However, 

“  you  may  be  affured,  Sir,  that  the  fmall  Part

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“  On  the  31ft,  General  Wolfe  determined 
“  to  land  a  Number  of  Troops  above  the  Falls 
“  of  Montmorenci ,  in  order  to  attack  the  Ene- 
“  my's  Lines ;  to  cover  which,  I  placed  the  Cen- 
“  turion  in  the  Channel,  between  thelfleof  Or- 
c‘  leans  and  the  Falls,  and  ran  on  Shore,  at  High 
“  Water,  two  Catts  which  I  had  armed  for  that 
“  Purpofe,  againft  two  fmall  Batteries  and  two 
“  Redoubts,  where  our  Troops  were  to  land. 
“  About  Six  in  the  Evening  they  landed  ;  but 
“  the  General  not  thinking  it  proper  to  perfe- 
“  vere  in  the  Attack,  foon  after,  Part  of  them 
“  re-imbarked,  and  the  reft  crofted  the  Falls 
«  with  General  Wolfe  ;  upon  which,  to  pre- 
“  vent  the  two  Catts  from  falling  into  the  Ene- 
“  my’s  Hands  (they  being  then  dry  on  Shore) 
«  I  gave  Orders  to  take  the  Men  out,  and  fet 
«  them  on  fire,  which  was  accordingly  done. 

“  On  the  5th  of  Auguft,  in  the  Night,  I  fent 
«  twenty  flat-bottomed  Boats  up  the  River,  to 
“  the  Sutherland ,  to  embark  twelve  Hundred 
«  and  Sixty  of  the  Troops,  with  Brigadier-Ge- 
“  neral  Murray ,  from  a  Poll  we  had  taken  on 
“  the  South  Shore.  I  fent  Admiral  Holmes  up 
“  to  the  Sutherland ,  to  aft  in  Concert  with  him, 
“  and  give  him  all  the  Affiftance  the  Ships  and 
“  Boats  could  afford.  At  the  fame  time,  I  di- 
“  reeled  Admiral  Holmes  to  ufe  his  beft  Endea- 

yours  to  get  at,  and  deftroy  the  Enemy’s  Ships 

above 
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above  the  Town  ;  and  to  that  Purpofe  1  or- 
“  dered  the  Lowejioffe ,  and  Hunter  Sloop,  with 
“  two  armed  Sloops,  and  two  Catts  with  Provi- 
• c  fions,  to  pafs  Quebec  and  join  the  Sutherland ; 
‘c  but  the  Wind  holding  wefterly,  it  was  the 
^  27th  of  Augujl  before  they  got  up,  which  was 
u  the  fourth  Attempt  they  had  made  to  gain 
u  their  Paffage. 

“  On  the  25th,  at  Night,  Admiral  Holmes  and 
* 6  General  Murray ,  with  Part  of  the  Troops,  re- 
turned ;  they  had  met  with  and  deftroyed  a 
cc  Magazine  of  the  Enemy’s  Cloathing,  fome 
Gunpowder,  and  other  Things  •,  and  Admiral 
Holmes  had  been  ten  or  twelve  Leagues  above 
“  the  Town,  but  found  it  impracticable  at  that 
“  Time  to  get  farther  up. 

“  General  WOLFE  haying  refolved  to  quit 
<c  the  Camp  at  Montmorenci  and  go  above  the 
“  Town,  in  hopes  of  getting  between  the  Enemy 
and  their  Provifions  (fuppofed  to  be  in  the 
“  Ships  there)  and  by  that  Means  force  them  to 
“  an  Action  j  I  fent  up,  on  the  29th  at  Night, 
“  the  Seahorfe  and  two  armed  Sloops,  with  two 
Cats  laden  with  Provifions,  to  join  the  reft  a- 
•  *  bove  Quebec  \  and  having  taken  off  all  the  Ar- 
“  tillery  from  the  Camp  at  Montmorenci ,  on  the  3d 
“  Inftantin  the  Forenoon  the  Troops  embarked 
from  thence,  and  landed  at  Point  Levi.

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“  The  4th  at  Night,  I  fent  all  the  flat-bottomed 
Boats  up,  and  this  Night  a  Part  of  the  Troops 
will  march  up  the  South  Shore,  above  the 
cc  Town,  to  be  embarked  in  the  Ships  and  Veflfels 
cc  there.

“  vice.  The  Enemy  appear  numerous,  and  feem 
“  to  be  ftrongly  polled  ;  but  let  the  Event  be

Before  Admiral  Durtll  got  into  the  River,

Thus  flood  the  Affair  relating  to  Quebec  upon 
the  firft  Exprefs,  and  as  the  Letters  fully  de- 
monftrated  that  the  ftridleft  Harmony  reigned 
between  the  Army  and  Fleet,  it  made  every 
faithful  Subjedt  read  thofe  Difpatches  with  the 
greateft  Pleafure.  —  However,  we  did  not  in- 
tirely  give  over  all  Hopes  of  receiving  ftill  more 
favourable  News,  fince  our  Forces  had  only  met 
with  a  Check,  (and  not  Repulfe  as  fome  would 
have  it)  and  that  even  fo  far  as  to  carry  our  Hope 
of  yet  hearing  before  the  End  of  the  Campaign 
of  their  having  fucceeded  in  the  hazardous  Eri- 
terprize  they  were  engaged  in,  and  which ,  as  it  has 
been  Ji aid ,  was  one  of  the  moft  important  Views  of 
the  prefent  War .

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Alviano  the  Venetian  General  a6ted  the  like 
intrepid  Part  as  General  WOLFE  has  done,  for 
though  he  was  dangeroufly  wounded  at  the  Bat¬ 
tle  of  Agnadeh  in  the  Year  1 5og(where  Lewis  XII. 
King  of  France ,  commanded  his  Army  in  Perfon) 
yet  he  would  not  fuffer  himfelf  to  be  carried  off, 
fo  that  when  he  was  taken  Prifoner,  after  the  Lofs 
of  the  Battle,  and  brought  to  the  King,  his  Face

was  fo  befmeared  with  Blood,  that  he  was  hard¬ 
ly  known ;  and  thofe  who  carried  him,  allured 
that  Prince,  that  when  he  was  taken,  he  was  en¬ 
deavouring  to  rally  fome  of  his  lhattered  Troops. 
Notwithstanding  which  Alviano.  recovered,  and 
was  no  fooner  releafed,  but  his  grateful  Mailers 
made  this  great  Soldier,  General  of  all  their 
Forces,  and  he  had  the  Satisfaction  to  live  long 
enough  to  fee  the  Affairs  of  the  Republic  take  a 
favourable  Turn,  and  juft  as  he  was  going  to 
befiege  Breffia  he  died  of  a  violent  Fever,  which 
City,  after  his  Death,  was  however  taken,  as 
Quebec  has  been  fince  the  Death  of  General 
IV 0  LFE. 

Alvianq’s  Death  was  as  great  a  Concern  to 
the  People  oi  Venice ,  as  IVOLFE’s  has  been  to 
thofe  or  Great -Britain,  and  much  more  to  the 
Soldiery,  who  kept  his  Body  twenty-five  Davs, 
earned  it  about  as  they  marched  with  great  So¬ 
lemnity,  and  then  it  -was  brought  to  Venice ,  and 
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by  a  public  Decree  was  honourably  buried  m 
St.  Stephen  s  Church,  where  his  Tomb  is  at  this 
Day  to  be  been  ;  and  by  order  of  the  Senate ,  his 
Widow  and  Children  were  provided  for  at  the 
public  Charge,  and  that  in  fo  refpeftful  and  ge¬ 
nerous  a  Way,  as  to  reflect  Honour  on  that  illu- 
ftrious  and  renowned  Republic. 

The  Monitor  (OSi.  27,  1759.)  has  traced  in  a 
moft  beautiful  Manner,  the  Steps  taken  by  our 
Nation,  from  1670,  down  to  this  prefent  Year 
J75 9>  as  to  the  Attempts  that  have  been  made 
to  difpoffefs  the  French  of  Quebec  (which  was 

founded  by  them  in  the  Year  1608.) - In, 

faft,  they  have  always  had  an  Eye  towards  ex¬ 
tending  their  Power  and  Commerce  by  its  In¬ 
fluence  upon  the  Northern  Continent  of  America . 

- This  they  have  carried  on  for  a  Time,  with 

the  utmoft  Secrecy  ;■ - yet,  it  muft  be  admitted 

that  our  Infant  Colonies  foon  felt  the  ill  Effects

of  having  fuch  Neighbours,  and  that  made  them 
complain,  though  they  could  not  then  meet 
with  a  Remedy. 

I  am  forry  to  fay,  that  our  People  have  been 
too  remarkable  for  blazing  abroad  (by  printed 
Pap  ers)  Matters  that  were  only  in  Embrio,  and 
by  that  Means  have  too  often  mifcarried,  which* 
if  otherwife,  might  have  been  of  great  Benefi 
to  Britain .

The  late  brave  General  WOLFE  Was  born  at 
Weft  ram  in  Kent,  and  there  chriftened,  Jan.  n, 

1726,  as  appears  from  the  Parifh  Regifter _ Pie 

commended  his  military  Life  in  the  Year  1740,— 
and  was  prefent  in  almoft  every  Action  during  the 
Iaft  War  in  Flanders ,  and  upon  all  Occafions  gave 
Proof  of  his  Bravery,  as  well  as  his  Skill  and 
Knowledge  in  the  Art  of  War. 

After  he  was  made  Lieutenarit  Colonel  of 
Kingflefs  Regiment,  he  took  great  Pains  to  form 
and  difeipline  it.— Witnefs  the  ufeful  Inftru&ions 
which  he  drew  up  and  delivered  to  the  Soldiers, 
while  they  were  quartered  at  Canterbury ,  in  the 
latter  End  of  the  Year  1755,  and  that  at  a  Time 
when  it  was  apprehended  that  the  French  had 
formed  a  Defign  to  make  a  Defcent  on  our 
Coaft.  Thefe  Inftruddions  fully  fhew,  that  he 
was  a  mod  excellent  Officer,  and  carefully  at¬ 
tended  to  the  Difcharge  of  his  Duty ;  and  it 
has  been  fince  remarked  of  this  Regiment,  that 
they  behaved  molt  glorioufly  in  the  late  Battle  of 
Minden. — In  1757,  he  had  an  under  Command 
in  the  Expedition  to  Rochfort .  How  it  came  to 

mifearry, 
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mifcarrv,  has  been  often  mentioned ; — but  whe- 
ther  it  is  truth  or  not,  I  fhall  not  at  prefent  en¬ 
quire  into. - His  Behaviour  and  Bravery  in  the 

Expedition  to  Louijburgh  has  been  frequently 
repeated  to  his  Honour.  So  that  by  degrees,  he 
arrived  at  the  chief  Command  of  the  Army,  in 
which,  though  he  conquered,  yet  fell  in  the  Ac¬ 
tion,  as  before  obferved,  on  the  13th  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  1 759.

Lordjhip  Joy ,  upon  the  glorious  Vidlory  obtained  by 
his  Highncfs ,  Prince  Ferdinand,  over  the  French, 
on  the  \ft  of  that  Month.  His  Grace  the  Duke 
of  Richmond ,  and  feveral  other  Britifh  Officers 
were  in  the  Engagement,  as  Volunteers  ;  and  it 
was  there,  that  the  Britifh  and  Hanoverian  Infan¬ 
try  gained  immortal  Honour,  through  their  gal¬ 
lant  and  brave  Behaviour  in  the  Battle.

VI.  Major  General  Amherft  fent  a  Letter,  dated 
July  27,  by  Lieutenant  Colonel  Amherft ,  wherein 
he  acquainted  Mr.  Secretary  Pitt  with  having 
taken  Poffeffion  of  the  Fort  and  Lines  of  Ticon- 
deroga. 

VII.  Sept.  10,  laft,  one  other  London  Gazette 
Extraordinary ,  published  a  Letter  from  Major  Ge¬ 
neral  Amherft ,  dated  at  Crown  Point,  Aug.  5, 
1 759,  wherein  he  relates  to  Mr.  Secretary  Pitt 
the  .Particulars  of  his  having  taken  Pofleffion  of 
that  Important  Place,  which  has  for  many 
Years  greatly  annoyed  our  Colonies  and  con¬ 
cludes  his  Letter  with  this  very  remarkable  Pa¬ 
ragraph.

VIII.  Th t  London  Gazette  Extraordinary ,  dated 
Sept.  7,  gives  us  a  Letter,  dated  Aug.  20,  1759, 
from  the  wary  but  Intrepid  Admiral  Bofcawen, 
to  whom  thefe  Kingdoms  are  greatly  indebted, 
for  feveral  fignal  and  glorious  Services,  which 
that  Honourable  Gentleman  has  (upon  feveral 
important  Occafions)  rendered  to  Ins  King  and 
Country.  In  this  Letter,  which  is  addreffed  to 
Mr.  Chi' laid,  he  relates  the  Steps  he  had  taken 
t'.nce  his  left  Letter  to  him,  concerning  the  Affairs 
oi  the  fleet,  and  next  ipeahs  or  the  Lngag'. 
mrnt  he  had  had  with  a  French  Squadron,  as

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u  Some  of  the  headmoft  Ships  began  to  err 
gage  •,  but  I  could  not  get  up  to  the  Ocean 
till  near  Four.  In  about  half  an  Hour,  the 
Namur's  Mizen-maft  and  both  Top-fail  Yards 
were  fhot  away  :  The  Enemy  then  made  all 
the  Sail  they  could.  I  fhifte'd  my  Flag  to  the 
Newark ,  and  focrn  after  the  Centaur  of  74  Guns 
{truck.  I  purfued  all  Night,  and  in  the  Morn¬ 
ing  of  the  19th,  faw  only  four  Sail  {landing  in 
for  the  Land,  (two  of  the  belt;  Sailers  having 
altered  their  Courfe  in  the  Night.)

Capt.  Prdtfen  having 
anchored,  could  not  get  in  •,  but  Capt.  Kirke 
performed  that  Service  alone.  On  his  firft  fir¬ 
ing  at  the  Ocean ,  fire  {truck.  Capt.  Kirke  fent 
his  Officers  on  board.

one  Leg  broke,  and  the  other  wounded,  and 
been  landed  about  half  an  Hour  but  they 
found  the  Captain,  M.  Le  Comte  de  Carne, 
and  feveral  Officers  and  Men  on  board.  Capt. 
Kirke,  after  taking  them  out,  finding  it  im- 
pofiible  to  bring  the  Ship  off,  fet  her  on  Fire. 
Capt.  Bentley,  of  the  Warfpright,  was  ordered 
againft  the  Temeraire  of  74  Guns,  and  brought

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“  her  off  with  little  Damage,  the  Officers  and 
“  all  on  board.  At  the  fame  Time,  Vice-Admi- 
“  ral  Broderick  with  his  Divifion  burnt  the  Re-

“  ted  her,  being  bulged ;  and  brought  the  Mo- 
“  defte,  of  64  Guns,  off  very  little  damaged. 

“  I  have  the  Pleafure  to  acquaint  their  Lord-

Whilfl:  the  p - ts  of  thefe  Kingdoms  were 

fignalizing  their  Duty  and  Loyalty  to  the  best 
of  Kings,  Addreftes  fiom  the  chief  Cities  and 
Boroughs  were  continually  fent  up  and  prefented  ; 
wherein  they  have  all  acknowledged  their  grate¬ 
ful  Senfe  of  the  many  fignal  Succeffes,  that, 
through  the  Bleffing  of  the  Almighty  has  at¬ 
tended  his  Arms,  both  by  Sea  and  Land  ;  and 
at  the  fame  Time  allured  his  Majefty,  of  their 
fincers  and  firm  Refolutions  to  ftand  by,  and  flip- 
port  him  againft  all  his  Enemies. — That  from  the 
City  of  Gloucejlcr  has  the  following  very  remark¬ 
able  Pafiages  in  it. 

tc  In  the  Review  of  many  of  thefe  great  At_ 
“  chievements,  we  behold  with  joyful  Surprize 
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every  Obftacle  of  Art,  of  Nature,  of  Situation, 
<c  of  Climate,  and  of  fuperior  Numbers,  over- 
66  come  by  the  Intrepidity  of  your  Majefty’s 
Troops  and  Naval  Forces,  and  the  Abilities 
c?  and  Perfeverance  of  thofe  who  commanded

“  Other  Monarchs  often  unfheath  the  Sword 
cc  from  Views  of  Ambition,  or  for  their  own  Glory; 

but  it  is  yours  to  protedt  your  Subjects,  their 
cC  Rights  and  Privileges  :  ’Tis  hence,  that  amidft 
<c  the  Calamities  of  War,  deftruCtive  toother  Na- 
“  tions,  fo  many  real  Bieffings  are  derived  to  us, 


*  It  is  now  hoped,  after  M.  Voltaire  has  read  the  diffe¬ 
rent  Relations  of  the  Bravery  of  the  Britijh  Forces,  both 
by  Sea  and  Land,  during  the  laft  Summer,  he  will,  in

“  crown  your  Majefty’s  unparalleled  Succefs  with 
vc  an  honourable  and  lading  Peace :  For  while  we 
“  rejoice  as  Britons ,  we  weep  like  Men  for  the  De- 
“  valuations  of  War:  We  mourn  a  great  Man  fallen 
“  ere  his  Noon  of  Life,  who  had  fo  early  run  the 
“  Race  of  Glory ;  who,  like  the  great  Guftavus* 
<c  died  at  the  Head  of  his  Troops,  and  Vidtory  lay 
“  bleeding  by  his  Side.55 


The  next  News  we  received  was  an  Account  of 
General  WOLFE s  Corpfe  being  brought  to 
England ,  This  appears  by  an  Extract  of  a  Letter 
from  P or tf mouthy  Nov.  18. 

“  Saturday  Morning  at  Seven  o’clock  his  Ma¬ 
jefty’s  Ship  Royal  William  fired  Two  Signal  Guns 
for  the  Removal  of  the  Remains  of  the  ever-to- 


bedamen ted  General  WOLFE.  At  Eight  o’clock 
the  Body  was  lowered  out  of  the  Ship  into  a 
Twelve-oar’d  Barge,  tow'd  by  Two  Twelve-oar’d 
Barges,  and  attended  by  Twelve  Twelve-oar’d 
Barges,  to  the  Bottom  of  the  Point,  in  a  1  rain  of 
gloomy,  filent  Pomp,  fuitable  to  the  melancholy 
Occafion,  Grief  {hutting,  up  the  Lips  of  the  Four¬ 
teen  Barges  Crew  :  Minute  Guns  were  fired  from 
the  Ships  at  SFtbead  from  the  Time  of  the  Bo-

dy’s  leaving  the  Ship  to  its  being  landed  at  the 
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Point,  which  WTas  one  Hour  :  The  Regiment  or 
Invalids  was  ordered  under  Arms  before  Eight, 
and  being  joined  by  a  Company  of  the  Train  in 
this  Garrifon,  marched  from  our  Parade  to  the 
Bottom  of  the  Point  to  receive  the  gallant  Re¬ 
mains.  At  Nine  the  Body  was  landed,  and  put 
into  a  travelling  Hearfe,  attended  by  a  mourning 
Coach,  (both  lent  from  London )  and  proceeded 
through  the  Garrifon  :  The  Colours  on  our  Fort 
were  {truck  half  Flag  Staff;  our  Bells  were  muf¬ 
fled,  and  rung  in  difmal  folemn  Concert  with  the 
March  ;  Minute  Guns  were  fired  on  our  Plat¬ 
form  at  the  Entrance  of  the  Corpfe  to  the  End  of 
the  Proceffion  ;  the  Company  of  the  Train  led 
the  Van,  with  their  Arms  reverfed ;  the  Corpfe 
followed,  and  the  Invalid  Regiment  followed  the 
Hearfe,  their  Arms  reverfed ;  they  conducted 
the  honurable  Relicks  to  the  Landport  Gates, 
where  the  Train  opened  to  the  Right  and  Left, 
the  Hearfe  proceeded  through  them  on  their  way 
to  London .  Thus  concluded  the  little  Ceremony 
we  were  able  to  pay  to  the  firft  Clafs  of  Merit 
Although  there  were  many  Thoufands  of  People 
aflembled  on  this  Occafion,  not  the  leaf:  Difturb- 
ance  happened ;  nothing  to  be  heard  but  Moans 
and  murmuring  broken  Accents  in  Praife  of  their 
dead  Hero._At  this  fad  Sight  who  could  refrain 
from  Tears !  ” 

1  he  Corpfe  of  General  WOLFE  was  brought 
to  Greenwich ,  and  on  Fuefday  Evening,  the  20th 

of 
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of  November ,  infant,  it  was  privately  interred 
in  the  Family  Vault  in  that  Church  *. 

A  Grand  Aflembly  the  other  Day  took  into 
Confideration  the  Lofs  the  Nation  has  fuftained 
by  the  Death  of  General  WOLFE.  A  Gentle¬ 
man,  who  is  univerfally  beloved  and  honoured 
by  all  True  Britons ,  opened  the  Matter  on  this 
mournful  Occafion,  by  a  Speech,  in  which  he 
expreiTed  his  Grief  for  our  almoft  irreparable 
Lofs,  in  fuch  eloquent  and  pathetic  Words,  that 
one  might  truly  fay,

This 
Matter  was  alfo  attended  to  by  another  Gentle¬ 
man,  who  fpokehis  Sentiments  with  youthful  Ar¬ 
dour,  and  a  becoming  Zeal ;  and  though  but  late¬ 
ly  introduced  into  the  Affembly,  he  has  already 
difcovcred  his  manly  Affedlion  for  his  Country,' 
and  confequently  will  be  always  well  heard  there;

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In  &  Word,  this  illuftrious  Soldier’s  Death  was 
&S  much  regreted  within,  as  it  had  been  beiore 
without  doors  ;  for  they  unanimoufly  directed  a 
proper  application  to  be  made  to  the  Throne  % 
that  a  Monvtfnent  fhould  be  erefted  to  his  Me¬ 
mory,  at  the  expence  of  the  Public,  in  W eftmin~ 
fter-Abbej ,  (after  the  example  of  the  Venetians , 
who  paid  the  like  Honour  to  General  Alviano , 
who  faithfully  ferved,  and  died  in  their  Service) 
as  a  teftimony  to  the  prefent  and  future  Ages, 
how  much  his  Cataftrophe  was  by  them  lament¬ 
ed,  upon  account  of  his  having  furmounted  by 
Ability  and  Bravery,  allObftacles  of  Art  and  Na¬ 
ture,  through  which  he  gained  the  Viftory,  though 
at  that  Moment  he  fell  at  the  Head  of  his  con¬ 
quering  Troops. 

It  is  affirmed  that  his  M - y  has  given  Di- 

fe£tion$  for  the  erecting  what  has  been  fo  grate¬ 
fully  defired  and  it  is  hoped  there  will  be  in- 
jfcribed  on  the  Monument  an  Englljh  Infcription, 
as  well  as  a  Latin  one,  and  in  fuch  large  Charac^ 
ters,  that  the  Old  with  the  Young,  may  be  able 
to  read  it. 

After  this  very  Honourable  Aflembly  had  thus 
paid  their  noble  and  generous  RefpeCt  for  the 
Dead,  they  next  decreed  to  the  following  Effeft  : 
That  Thanks  fhould  be  given  to  the  Admirals 
and  Generals,  employed  in  this  glorious  and 
fuccefsful  Expedition  againft  Quebec ,  and  that 
the  fame  fhould  be  fignified  to  them  in  form. 

N.  B.  Admiral  Saunders  and  General  Townfijetid,  tipon 
hearing  the  Brejl  Fleet  was  failed,  came  to  an  immediate 
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Refolution  at  Sea,  (without  waiting  for  Orders,  )  to  fail 
to  the  Bay,  and  join  Admiral  Hawke.-* — -The  Public 
fees  with  the  higheft  Veneration  and  Gratitude,  the  ge- 
nerofity  of  thefe  Officers,  who,  inftead  of  refufing  tQ 
give  or  obey  Orders,  have  moft  nobly  returned  uncom¬ 
manded  to  the  Charge  in  ^Defence  of  their  Country, 
though  before  they  had  gone  through  a  moft  toillome 
Campaign.  This  puts  me  in  mind  of  a  Matter  that 

happened  above  two  Centuries  fince.- - The  famed 

"W.oolsey  being  fent  #on  a  Commiffion  teethe  Emperor 
Maximilian ,  finding  his  Inftrudtions  too  Ihort,  adven¬ 
tured  to  fupply  the  Defeat,  and  by  that  Means  fucceed- 
cd  in  his  Commiffion.  Upon  his  Return,  he  craved  Par¬ 
don  of  his  Mafter  Henry  VII;  lays  the  King,  We  not 
only  pardon  you ,  but  give  you  our  Royal  Thanks ,  and  made 
him  Dean  of  Lincoln  ;  and  I  doubt  not,  but  thefe  gallant 
Officers,  will  alfo  meet,  not  only  with  Pardbn,  but 
Thanks  from  their  Royal  and  indulgent  Sovereign. 

Let  all  the  Ends  thou  aim’d:  at  be  thy  Country’s, 

Thy  God  and  Truth’s  ;  then  if  thou  fall’ll - * 

Thou  fall’ll  a  bleiled  Martyr.  Serve  the  King.
